HARRISBURG. July 17.—(INS)— 
Public school enrollments this fall 
were expected today bv the depart­ 
ment C’f public instruction to ex­ 
ceed the estimated 1,520,000 stu­ 
dents in classrooms at the end of 
the 1945 46 term. 
an official estimated that 
10.000 
more students were attending pub­ 
lic schools last month than in No­ 
vember, 1945. 
He was unable to forecast thrt ex­ 
lent of tne expected enrollment in­ 
crease and pointed out that Sep­ 
tember 
employment 
conditions 
would 
determine 
w heth'r youths 
now working would return to class­ 
rooms. 
When the 
1944-45 school term 
ended. 1.540,000 youths were attend­ 
ing classes compared with 1,813.000 
at the sr me time in 1941. 
r n u m b e r rf 'tncents who halt­ 
ed their education to accept work 
last year totaled 73.190 in compari­ 
son with 109,177 in 1943. the spokes­ 
man reported. 
In addition, 96.354 special permits 
for students to accept “part time 
work” were issued last year, a de­ 
crease of approximately 5000 com­ 
pared with 1944. 
New' Record 
In 1945, for the first time in three 
years, the more than 79.000 students 
who 
were 
graduated 
from 
high 
schools exceeded 
those who quit 
school to obtain employment, the 
spokesman explained. Statistics on 
1946 high school graduations have 
not been tallied. 
Under the law, 16 and 17-year-old 
youths may stop school to secure 
work provided they obtain their 


parents’ consent. Sixteen-year-olds 
who lose jobs must return to school 
until their 17th birthday. 
The spokesman was unable to re­ 
port how many children were ex­ 
pected to enter first grade classes 
this year but explained that 137.- 
922 children were enrolled for the 
1945-46 term. 
First 
year 
enrollments 
have 
steadily decreased from 210,925 for 
th^ 1931-32 school term, he added 
A campaign similar to the drive 
staged last year urging youths hold­ 
ing jobs to return to school has 
been discussed bv department of­ 
ficials but 
no decision has been 
reached, it was explained.

Teardrop Ships 
Seen As Design 
For Future Navy 


Abolition Of Vertical Lines Seen In 
Design Of Ships Of Atomic 
Age Navy 


BIKINI 
LAGOON. 
July 
17. — 
(INS) — 
Teardrop-shaped warships 
for the future were foreseen today 
by a high crossroads operation of­ 
ficer as a development of the atomic 
age. 
Vertical lines in ship design prob­ 
ably will disappear. Naval construc­ 
tion 
drawing boards 
will 
reflect 
more and more the streamlined pat • 
terns of the plane and automobile 
makers. 
Top officials of the atomic test 
task force will not comment for 
publication on what changes may 
result from the tests: that is a m at­ 
ter for the experts of the bureau of 
ships to determine. 
But the feeling among them is 
that sharp design changes are com­ 
ing—perhaps 
without 
too 
much 
regard for the extent of damage 
caused by the atomic bomb. 
They pointed out that regardless 
of whether the atomic weapon ever 
will be used extensively against such 
dispersesd targets as naval vessels, 
the same streamlined designs needed 
for atomic bomb defense also arc 
needed to make ships less vulnerable 
to rocket shells and other air a t­ 
tacks. 
Atomic bomb damage caused by 
the overhead burst already is an 
eloquent 
argument 
for scrapping 
insofar as possible the superstruc­ 
ture of warships. It was the super­ 
structure—masts, rigging stacks and 
other above-deck parts—that suf­ 
fered the major damage in the first 
test. 
Even at a considerable distance 
from the burst there was “topside” 
damage, while below decks there 
was virtually none. Heavy super­ 
structure party, of tough steel, were 
sheared away, warped, twisted and 
wrecked.

Honest Truckers

first step toward assuring both his

that he is delivering honest weight.” 
Livengood added. 
He disclosed that five truckers 
have been prosecuted in the cam­ 
paign including Irvin Latcha, of 
Sunbury, who paid a $300 fine on 
charges of changing weights on 
certificates. 
In addition. Latcha paid a $600 
fine and made restoration of seven 
and one-half tons of coal after be­ 
ing prosecuted on three charges of 
violating the City of Yorks coal 
ordinance. 
Other truckers fined were: John 
M Hassler, Shamokin, $150; H. Ed­ 
ward Collier. Loyal ton, $25; Carroll 
J. Baker. Shamokin, $50; and A 
Sugars, Harrisburg, $35.
